The proposal to include automobile 
driving instruction in the high school 
curriculum of Edmonton has very prop- 
erly been rejected by the provincial de- 
partment of education on the ground that 
instruction of this kind should not qualify 
students for credits towards higher educa-

Editor, Bulletin, — Canadians 
are indeed fortunate that our 
dollar is not devalued, Every- 
body knows that a 10 per cent 
exchange would be added to the 
cost of imports. Commodities ex- 
ported, such a8 lumber and beef, 
would also cost Canadian users 
the 10 per cent premium on US. 
funds because jt would be re- 
ceived on exports, 

The exchange paid by the im- 
porter of oranges, machinery, 
etc, did not go to the US. 
shipper or producer, as is com- 
monly supposed, It stayed with 
the foreign exchange control 
board who hand.d it over to the 
exporters of gold, lumber, paper, 
etc,, when they turned in the U.S. 
funds received for shipments. 
The exchange was a fine or 
penalty to retard imports, The 
government excise tax on cer- 
tain commodities serves the same 
purpose, only the “fine” goes to 
the taxgatherer, 

The import restrictions may not 
be compatible with a free econ- 


omy, but neither is a fixed 9c 
dollar, If imports were restricted 
the free way, that is, by allowing 
the dollar to find its own level, 
the exchange rate would rise so 
as to make prices prohibitive to 
more and more people who can 
least afford to buy, until a balance 
with incoming funds is reached. 
Under present rampant profit- 
making this would be disastrous 
to our standard of living and 
particularly fixed incomes. 
Unquestionably our dollar 
would go below 9c, possibly to 
75c, Our country was not devas- 
tated, it is producing normally, 
and we don't need extra US, 
dollarg so badly, Nor do we like 
to see our industries, natura] re- 
sources and bonds bought at 
knocked down prices, to which is 
added the exchange subsidy pro- 
vided by importers and con- 
sumers, Some day those dollars 
(other than from exports) must 
be paid for with goods, and who 
knows whether they will be any 
more acceptable than they are

As they were on his 
land, it could be done, and forest rangers went out, 
packed up the beavers and moved them thirty miles 
west, onto Chambers Creek where there is no settle- 
ment and where they can build dams to their hearts’ 
content.
